There are seven races carded, with the 
Fourth of July Stakes, a dash of one mile and 
seventy yards, as the feature. This is a stake of 
$1 .otto atlded. and thirteen of the thirty-three man 
mated have accepted. I’late Glass is top weight 
at 1 1ft » pounds and First Sight is at the bottom with 
pounds. The two great three-year-olds, Horrou 
and Kingly, are among those named to go to the (tost 
and the appearance of this pair will vest the race 
with particular interest. 

The whole plant has been repainted siuce last 
season, while cement walks and flowers have taken 
the place of cinders. Several new stables bare 
lieen built and the track has been treated to a new 
top dressing. The officials are the same as those 
of last season, except that .1. .1. MacKessey suc- 
ceeds F. Elmore as paddock judge. 

During tlie first meeting four stakes will lie run 
during the seven days, the Fourth of July Handicap, 
the Niagara Stakes, the Cuuadiai)' Derby and the 
Fort Erie Selling Stakes. All of the best three- 
year- olds that have lieen shown on the Canadian 
circuit are eligible to go to the tiost in the Derby 
and it promises to lie an interesting race. Several 
stables are expected from Latouia within the next 
few days.

liii t If the horse run on the wrong side of a post 
Ids jockey must take him back and he must run 
1*1- course from such post. 

(iv) If a jockey jostle another horse or jockey 
Ills horse is disqualified unless it be proved that 
tlie jostle was accidental, or was caused by the 
fault of some other horse or jockey.

MEETING OF MINERAL SPRINGS JOCKEY CLUB 
BEGINS UNDER FAVORABLE CONDITIONS. 

Patronage Better Than Anticipated. — Purses Are 
Promptly Paid and Opening Day Is Marked 
by No Untoward Incident. 



Racing was successfully carried on yesterday over 
the Mineral Spring track at Porter, lnd. There 
was a lack of horses, due iu part to tlie fact that 
iu some way two earloads of racers from l.atouht 
went astray. After a lot of telegraphing and tele- 
phoning they were' finally located on the Baltimore 
and Ohia road twenty eight miles away and coming 
along with tlie expectation of arriving late in tho 
evening. Supervisor and Wood Dove, horses ex- 
P'x-ted to play leading parts iu the racing of tho 
day, were on the belated train and perforce wero 
scratched. The track and Its appointments wero 
about the same as when racing was conducted then* 
last fall, witli tlie exception that the course was 
so deep with dust tiiat the time scored was slow. The 
scheduled fifth race had to tie declared off because 
of scratching and non-arrival of horses. 

The attendance was as gixal — perhaps better - 
titan was to have been expected in view of tlie un- 
attractive card offered aud Was a surprisingly in- 
terested and enthusiastic gathering. Most of tho 
races were well contested and the progress of tlie 
horses down the homestretch was attended with 
quite vigorous "ront ing.” decidedly in contrast In 
tin* somewhat apathetic attitude of the spectators 
last October. 

Dimes were paid promptly afler the conclusion 
of each race, a practice that it is said will l»< 
continued. That this will have its effect abroad 
la not III l»' doubted. I! 11 1 for (in' failure In pay 
tip promptly last year the traek would be over- 
flowing with horses right now, and it is believed 
tiiat a large number will soon he headed Mineral 
Springs way. With tlie horses now at the track, 
including the Latnuin contingent, and another divi 
sion now on tlie cars en route from Montreal, them 
will lie enough on hand to provide respectably for 
racing until the Latonia meeting ends. Experienced 
and not over sanguine observers ventured tin* opinion 
tiiat the pros peels are encouraging, the main factor 
now being whether owners ahrixid will routrihiitn 
to make Ihe nux'ljng a success by bringing llieir 
horses to the track, or not. A few days will serve 
to solve tlie matter. • 

Such betting as may have taken place was dis- 
creetly guarded ami of (lie personal character in 

use at Belmont Park. There was so little publicity 
attendant tiiat tin- casual observer would have 

thought no betting was done. The deputy sheriffs 
in attendance were sifting through tlie crowd all 
(lay. Inti only found occasion to make one arrest 
on suspicion and were afterwards eonvincixl that 
the victim was innocent of offense that he was 

reloasixl. 

Alberta Bo.v was tlie favored ixirse in the first, 
race and. in a spirited and close finish witli Trey 
of Spades, was first home by a narrow margin. 

Sister Sis was at odds-on for tlie second lacp. an 
affair for maiden two-year-olds, lint it was a ease

tlie wav and winning in a canter, i'seppa. which 
won his last race at Mineral Springs last year, 
made a gixxi start for 191.3 by winning tlie third 
race from Jack Witt and Jim Ray.

WATERB0Y DROPS DEAD AT LEXINGTON.

He won the 
Suburban Renewal, one and one quarter miles, in 
3:<H%; the Brighton Handicap, one and one quarter 
miles iu 2:03%. at tiiat time. 1904. tlie record, 
and the Saratoga Handicap, one and one quarter 
miles in 2:05%. witli 137 ixmnds up. Waterh >y 
was insured, blit for how much was not known at 
Elmendorf Farm, the Insurance having Ix-en placed 
from Mr. Hoggin's New York office.

— Governor Sitlzer ha- made 
public a letter received from District Attorney Wv 
song of Nassau County, in which tlie latter told 
of the conference in- had with Canon Chase and 
Samuel Marcus of the Society for the Prevention 
of Crime, and presented some evidence which they 
offered and which is now being analyzed, and said 
tiiat he would advise the governor as soon as some 
action on the matter is taken. 

The governor, through his legHl counsel, Valentine 
Taylor, sent the following letter to District Attor- 
ney Wysong:

"I am further directed to request that you fur- 
nish tiiis department with a copy of any and all 
testimony you may secure which may be sub 
milted to you liv Rev. Wiilian S. Chase of Brook- 
lyn. or by any other iiersou, concerning this subject 
matter. 

"The governor expects yon to take the necessary 
action to rigidly and promptly enforce all provisions 
of the existing law. to the end tiiat gambling be pro- 
hibited withm your county and violators be speedily 
pmjshed.”
